“about the year 1769; and en the 1st of June 
1774, she gave her hand to the Reverend 
William Johnson, Principal Chaplain to- the 
Presidency of Fort William-=ewho returned to 
England ina few years after -his marriage;

tality.— Her manners were cheerful, polished, 
and highly pleasing. She abounded ín 'anec- 
dote; and possessing ease and atfability of 
Communication, her conversation was always 
interesting without any tendency to fatigue the 
hearer, She had a strong understanding, to 
which she superadded much and accurate ob.

the PyreneCs in the latter part of the-Summer, and the 
reduction of Tarragona and Figueras left a large dispos- 
able force to be employed in the recovery of places 
which had been abandoned by the former concentration 
of the armies under Marmond and Soult in the vicinity 
of Badajoz. 

The Provinces of Gallicia and Asturias, were în the 


exclusive possession of the Spaniards, who were in « 


great want of arms and Ammunition for the equipment 
of the recent. tevies. 

Lord Wellinstön Rad recourse to the former system of 
defensive warfare, taking advantage of the strongest 
positions —and the French were fuliy occupied in provid- 
ing for the subsistence of their most advanced corps for 
which they drew supplies from St. Sebastian, Pampeluna, 
and Bayonne—they had suffered greatly from the, daring 
activity of the Guerilless who had cut off many con= 
voys and destroyed all small detachments and.straggling 
parties. Four thousand troops of the Garrison of Fi- 
gueras, a few days previous to the surrender of that 
ir portant Cortress,-had made a sortie with the intention 
of covering the approach of a large cenvoy, but were re- 
puised and failed in securing the desired object. ‘f'he 
Garrison suffered the utmost extremities of famine ; 
before the surrénder took: place, every animal within the 
walls had been consumed—and during the last two days 
the troops were'utterly destitute of food. 

The position of Lord Wellington, we have not been 
able exactly to ascertain—the French were advanced 
and completely covered Badajoz. 

King Joseph was at Madrid, and itis believed that 
Massena and Junot had returned to Spain, 

The Freach Generals finding the opposition of the 
natives on all occasions so extremely harassing, had 
Fallen on the singularly inhuman plan of sending into 
France the male inhabitants of all captured places. 

We have not been able to gain any certain intelli 
gence of the state of affairs in the North of Europe, 
but have reason to think that the trade with the Baltic 
‘was not yet revived. 

The inhabitants of Monte Video had determined to 


„adjust their differences with the Goveroment of Buenos 


Ayres, by a reference tothe Cortes in the Mother 
‘Country, and the Governor had been arrested and sent 
to. Cadiz. ' 

The Carracas were under the dominion of the late 
revolutionary party. : 

The trade to the Brazils seems to have greatly dis. _ 
appointed general expectation—many ships sold care 
goes at unfavourabie prices, and proceeded to the 
West Indies in ballast. 

Whilst the Atalanta remained at Rio Janeiro, a 
Prince of the House of Braganza was bern, and great 
rejoicinzs took plane in consequence.
